It appears from the 
contemporary reports of that storm that 
during tho day the weather was-exceedingly 
rough and: boisterous, but no uneasiness 
was felt in cons-quened until _towarde 
evéning, when the - :amers in port deemed 
it desirable to get psteam. As tha night 
wore on the gale increased in. violence 
and was at its height at ‘midnight. - The 
Poyang bad left on her usual Voyage in the 
afteravon and hed arrived within sight of 
Macao when the typhoon commenced in force 
Finding the violence of the wind too atrong 
to'tura back, atisix o'clock she was compelled 
to bring up off the Nino Islands, where she 
foundered about aloven v'clock, with a losi | 
of over a, hundred lives, only sixteen boing 
saved, Such a catastrophe as that would 
be impossible under the presout syste of 
storm warnings, for the captain would know 
that he was runoing directly. into a typhoon, 
a thing that noaane man would do, And‘
